Meanwhile, two big J apanese 
battery manufacturers have be­ 
gun setting up the machinery 
for making electric cars opera­ 
ble and efficient in that country 
by developing a nationwide bat­ 
tery rental system. 
The 
incentive 
to J apanese 
manufacturers is a decision by 
the 
government 
to 
replace 
many delivery cars, public serv­ 
ice vehicles and midget vans 
and other short distance vehi­ 
cles now operating in major cit­ 
ies within the next three to five 
years. 
The battery stations are abso­ 
lute essentials in the eyes of the 
J apanese, because the present 
designs of electric vehicles res­ 
trict them to less than 100 miles 
without recharging. 


Without such stations, there­ 
fore, travel by electricity would 
be 
seriously 
limited, to say 
nothing of the possibility of cars 
being stranded all over the high­ 
ways. 
The J apanese are embarking 
on their electrification program 
despite drawbacks to using lead 
batteries 
that 
have 
caused 
American manufacturers to pro­ 
ceed cautiously. But noise and 
pollution, 
the

feel, 
must be dealt with now.

more efficient, both companies 
are working on the development 
of high speed chargers, and one 
of them already has completed 
an experimental device that re­ 
duces recharging time from 8 to 
5 hours.

tude is that the electric car is 
impractical with existing batter­ 
ies, and that for the electric car 
to be really worthwhile, a revo­ 
lutionary fuel cell must be de­ 
veloped. 
The J apanese seemingly have 
decided to go with what they 
have rather than to wait for per­ 
fection. And American people, 
judging from the OPR survey, 
may be in a somewhat similar 
mood.

nothing of the possibility of cars 
being stranded all over the high­ 
ways. 
The Japanese are embarking 
on their electrification program 
despite drawbacks to using lead
